In 1906, when the Saionji min- 
istry was established, Admiral 
Kato was appointed vice-minister 
navy and later promoted 
to vice-admiral, which post he 
held until 1909, when he was ap- 
pointed commander of the Kure 
naval port. While vice-minis‘er of 
the navy he was appointed coun- 

Hor to the board of che Anglo- 
apanese exhibition and also chief 
of the reception committee ap- 
pointed in connection with the 
visit of the American rquacron to 
Japan. In 1913 he was appointed 
commander of the First Squadron, 
and upon the outbreak of the 
World War, participated in the 
hostilities as commander of the 
battleship Settsu. 


MINISTER OF NAVY . 

When the Okuma ministry was 
partially reconstructed in 1915, 
Admiral Kato was appointed min- 
ister of the navy in succession to 
Admiral Yashiro and was promot- 
ed to the rank of full admiral the 
same year, This portfolio he re- 
tained in the subsequently estab- 
lished Terauchi and Hara minis- 
tries. He was raised to the peer- 
age in 1920. 

Kato was generally recognized 
as one of the most able statesmen 
among the naval officers o? the 
empire, and also was known for 
his peculiar calmness and bo!d- 
ness as a naval ctrategist. He was 


the holder of many foreigu deco- 
rations.

The commonest faults of the 
average player's foot work are an 
improper position Of the feet in 
forehand and backhand strokes, 
— not keeping always up on the 
oes. 

In the first place, always keep 
up on your toes with your knees 
slightly bent. Then, in making a 


-lreturn, have your feet in line with 


the stroke. In making, say. a fore- 
hand drive, my feet are in a line 
at right angles to the net, and 
when I start the stroke my weight 
is on my right foot. As I make 
the stroke, the weight shifts to the 
forward foot, while in the back- 
hand stroke just the opposite is the 
case. Never play a backhand with 
your left foot forward, unless you 
are left handed. Start with the 
weight on the left feot and shift it 


onto the front foot. Beginners 
should practice footwork as it is 
to most vital—later on it will come 


instinctively.

LOS ANGELES, Aug. 22.—([To 
the Editor of The Times:] Wilbur 
Glenn Vollva, we are informed, 


declares that sunrise and sunset 
are hallucinations or optical de- 
jusions, not . actualities. This is 
not, as it might seem at first 
glance, a novel and startling no- 
9 but is merely a slightly inac- 
curate statement of simple scien- 
tific fact well known to all even 
moderately educated persons. 

It is not strictly true to say 
that these things are  hallucina- 
tions or optical delusions, for our 
senses report correctly the appear- 
hich is all that they can do. 
This appearance is corrected by 
the sup¢rior knowledge of the mind 
which, through processes of rea- 
son, on a multitude of ob- 
served facts, has established the 
larger truth that the sun is fixed, 
as regards ite relation to this 
earth: that the earth revolves 
around the sun in an elliptical or- 
bit, of which the sun is one of the 
focal points, and that the earth 
rotates on its own axis, thus pro- 
ducing the effect-—<contrary to 
actuality—of a rising and setting 
sun. It is the first letter of the 
Alphabet of relativity to under- 
stand that this appearance exists 
‘only for us who are on this plan- 
et, but would not exist for an ob- 
Server on another planet or for 
one who could look on our solar 
system as a whole. 

This applies still more  force- 
fully to Voliva’s statement that 
the sun is always at the same 
height above the earth. This 
again is simply a novel statement 
of a well-known fact—or  near- 
fact—and is only another way of 
saying that the earth is always at 
the same, or nearly the sarne, dis- 
tance from the sun. It would be 
quite true if the earth's orbit 
were circular instead of being, as 
it is, elliptical. Looked at from 
a sufficiently remote point of view 


the earth: it Is only because the 
earth is spinning on its axis that 
to us who are on it the sun ap- 
pears sometimes as above“ and 
sometimes below our globe. 
This is very elementary astron- 
omy. The ors seen in the 
clouds at “sunrise” and sunset“ 
‘are, of course, real—as are the 
colors of a rainbow, or those pro- 
duced by breaking up white light 
by passing it through a prism. 

If Voliva says that the earth is 
flat (does he say this?) such a 
statement. is, ef course, unscien- 
tific; but we must not let that 
fact delude us into supposing that 
there is no truth in any part of 
his statement. it would appear 
to me from his remarks as above

European countries 
must learn to understand and be friendly 
with oe another before any world league 
can become effective for world problems.

Six-Cent, Nine-Cent Fuel 
Station’s Sales Tripled in 
Four Days 


Bix-cent gasoline is still reality! 


at the filling station operated by 
Roy Gehr, One Hundred and 


Eighth and South Main streets. 


Sales have more than tripled in 
the last four days. Two cars a 
minute is the station’s record for 
rapid service. And last night when 
the traffic was heavy in that vicin- 
ity long lines of cars awaited to 
have their tanks filled. 

‘congestion of traffic 
has led the county motorcycle 
squad to consider placing an offi- 
cer there to keep the machinés in 
line and the road open. Wednes- 
day night the jam was so bad that 
the first suggestion of the need 
of a traffic cer was made. Last 
night the condition was worse. 

Fourteen men are kept busy 
supplying the needs of the motor- 
The station is open for busi- 
ness twenty-four hours a day, and 
where the facilities of the station 
now include five gasoline pumps, 
Gehr plans to install four more. 
Likewise, the present storage ca- 
pacity of $9000 gallons must be ma- 
terially increased if the public's de- 
mand is to be met, Gehr states. It 
is possible he will add several 
thousand lons more to 
present capacity. 

Gehr selis his line, refined 
at the Sterling Refining Company's 
réfinery at Santa Fe Springs, at 6 
cents a gallon only at certain por- 
tions of the day. When he made 


lon, a competitor near-by declared 
he would undersell Gehr by 1 
cent no matter what price that 
might de. Consequently, he 
painted his cent signs in con- 
spicuous places. Gehr promptly 
turned his own signs upside down, 
making them read 6 cents. At 
various times during the day, and 
especially when traffic is heavy. he 
sells at the lower price. During 
the middle of the day and late at 
night his regular price, 9 cents, 


When long lines of cars await an 

opportunity to take advantage of 
the low rate and it comes time to 
turn back to the regular price. 6- 
cent checks are passed out to those 
already in line, so that when the 
autoists come along in turn, they 
still may fill their tanks at 6 cents 
a gallon. 
Monday Gehr first put the 6- 
cent rate into effect. That day he 
sold 4000 gallons, Tuesday he sold 
6000, Wednesday 12,000, and yes- 
terday approximately 15,000. Five 
trucks are kept busy hauling gaso- 
line from the Sterling company’s 
refinery at Santa Fe Springs to the 
service station. At the refinery it} 
is planned to increase production 
by 100 per cent. 

The company, of which Gehr is 
an official, has a new patented 
process for the refining of gasoline, 
which, Gehr says, may revolution- 
ize the industry. Even at his low
